and the improvement of the roads will 
more than compensate the merchants, 
business people and workingmen for 
the amount of tax paid. 

This is simply a business proposi- 
tion. Madison county has invested in 
improved highways about $2,000,000. 
They must be kept in repair or they 
will be worn to mud roads. There 
are at this time about 1,600 automo- 
biles in the county, compared with 500 
three years ago. The money raised 
by this tax will be expended in the 
ditching, repair, and rebuilding of the 
roads. The automobile owners will 
save annually in tires alone more than 
the additional tax. 

There are in the city large and 
growing tobacco markets, wholesale 
groceries, flouring mills and many re- 
tailers of various classes of goods, all 
of whose interests will be materially 
benefitted by road improvements. If 
this business is to be maintained and 
expanded it can only be done by main- 
taining and improving our county 
roads. 

By her vote Richmond will say to 
the people of the county whether or 
not she is in favor of improving the 
roads of the county, and helping to 
pay for them.

Madison county voters will say to- 
morrow, Saturday, the 29th, whether 
they wish to impose a special tax of 
20 cents on each $100 worth of pro- 
perty for the purpose of reconstruct- 
ing the roads and bridges of the 
county. The proposition, if carried, 
will be in effect for 10 years. It is 
estimated that the extra revenue re- 
quired to put Madison's roads in tip 
top shape can be had in that space of 
time. 

Much interest is being: manifested 
in the election and those who favor 
the tax, declare that it has a splendid 
chance to carry now. The Fiscal 
Court submitted the matter to the 
people with only one dissenting vote, 
that of Squire Long. At the time the 
Daily Register erroneously said the 
court's action was unanimous. The 
members of the court have been en- 
deavoring to give full information to 
the voters as to the disposition and 
apportionment of the fund that will 
be raised if the tax carries, and it is 
reported from many sections that 
many more are in favor of the ques- 
tion now than was the case two or 
three weeks ago. 

Quite a number of Kentucky coun- 
ties have voted this tax and advices 
from the State Road Department are 
to the effect that there is no dissen- 
sion in any county over having voted 
it, the only complaint being that it is 
not sufficient. Most of the counties 
would now be glad to vote thirty or 
forty cento more tax, but they cannot 
do so under the present sonstitution. 
The counties which have voted the 20 
cent tax so far, are: McCreary, Wolfe, 
Grant, Franklin, Muhlenberg, Letcher, 
Owsley, Owen, Nelson, Livingston, 
Pike, Estill, Carroll, Hancock, Carlisle 
Martin, Shelby, Henry, Butler, and 
Fulton.
